Quarantine at Matamoras against yellow-fever-in fected districts in 


Mexico. 


Consul Griffith reports, August 7, as follows: At a conference with 
the local authorities, August 3, 1903, I was assured that a strict quar- 
antine would be established on all the roads leading into this city and 
all passengers and baggage from infected districts detained. At a 
conference held this morning the mayor of the city and the president 
of the board of health presented positive proof to the United States 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital surgeon and myself that effective 


measures had been established and were being rigidly enforced. 


Statement of intention of health authorities at San Francisco in vegard 


to the sunitary ‘mprovement of Chinatown. 


The following is received from Passed Assistant Surgeon Blue, 
under date of August 11, 1903: 

I have the honor to transmit herewith a copy of the note containing 
a statement of intention with regard to the attitude to be assumed in 
future by the health authorities having in hand the important work 
of the sanitary improvement of Chinatown. At a conference held in 
this office to-day, attended by representatives of the State and munici- 
pal health boards and the Service, it was unanimously agreed to adopt 
this course, and to transmit copies of this note to certain property 
owners and others concerned. The occasion for this action was the 
expressed desire of certain property owners in Chinatown to rebuild 
structures on the site of those destroyed without providing sufficient 
means for the admission of sunlight and air. Should the desires of 
the owners be accomplished it would have the effect to render nugatory 
the effective sanitary work that has been carried out in this district.

San Francisco, Cau, August 18, 1903. 

It has been the experience of the health authorities now engaged in the sanitary 
improvement of the city of San Francisco that in that particular area bounded by 
California, Stockton, and Montgomery streets and the bay the most objectionable 
features coming under our observation have been the filthy accumulation of back 
areas and the building into said areas from the original structures to the extent that 
all sunlight and fresh air are prevented from permeating these spaces, and in accord- 
ance with this evidence it has been agreed and found necessary by all that all these 
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mentioned places shall be thoroughly cleansed and structures removed; that in any 
instance where it is desired to restore these places the following shall be the mode 
of procedure, namely, at least 1 foot of surface soil shall be removed, a concrete floor 
placed thereon, upon which may be built a one-story brick structure, with glass roof, 
properly ventilated, for the purpose of storeroom, kitchens, or toilet, and that no 
other structure be permitted in said areas except a balcony 5 feet square for the 
convenience of the different stories for toilet purposes, to be built in accordance 
with the building and plumbing regulations of this city and county. 

It is further agreed that this ruling shall apply to all parts of the city and county 
of San Francisco when in the opinion of the health authorities the sanitary condi- 


tions require it.

El Paso, Tex.—Acting Assisting Surgeon Alexander reports, August 
15, 1903, as follows: Week ended August 15, 1903: Inspection Mexi- 
can Central passengers, 224; inspection Rio Grande and Pacific pas- 
sengers, 19; inspection Mexican immigrants, 83; inspection Syrian 
immigrants, 3; disinfection soiled linen imported for laundry, 512 
pieces; disinfection of baggage of 2 passengers, detained, from Mon- 
terey; disinfection of baggage of party from Cordova, Mazatlan, and 
Vera Cruz (these parties proved satisfactory, being absent from 
place of departure 30 days); detention of 2 passengers 2 days, being 
out from Monterey only 3 days; detention of 1 passenger 2 days, 
being out from San Luis Potosi only 3 days; vaccination, 4 persons. 


Smallpox epidemic in Sonora, Mexico. Imported into Nogales, Ariz., 
in October, 1902. 


The following is received from Acting Assistant Surgeon Gustetter, 
at Nogales, under date of August 11: I am in receipt of advices from 
physicians at Hermosillo and Magdalena, Sonora, that smallpox pre-, 
vails in those cities. While the number of cases there at present is 
not very great it is reported to be increasing. 

In the latter part of October, 1902, Nogales and adjacent towns were 
invaded by an epidemic of smallpox, which continued through the 
winter until February, 1903. This epidemic was known to have been 
brought here from Mexico. * * *

Month of July, 1903. Total number of deaths, 199, including 
measles 1, whooping cough 3, and 19 from tuberculosis. 

Micuican.—Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended August 15, 1903, from 88 observers, indicate that neural- 
gia, dysentery, enteric fever, intermittent fever, and erysipelas were 
more prevalent, and inflammation of bowels, whooping cough, small- 
spox, and measles were less prevalent than in the preceding week. 

Meningitis was reported present at 2. whooping cough at 16, diph- 
theria at 23, measles at 29, smallpox at 37, enteric fever at 48, scarlet 
fever at 50, and phthisis pulmonalis at 212 places. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 

There were 2,653 deaths reported to the department of state for the month of 
July, or 334 more than during the preceding month. The death rate for July was 
12.6 per 1,000 population. 

By ages, there were 566 deaths of infants under 1 vear of age, 197 deaths of chil- 
dren aged 1 to 4 years, and 711 deaths of persons aged 65 years and over. 

Important causes of death were as follows: Tuberculesis of lungs 163, other forms 
of tuberculosis 43, typhoid fever 27, diphtheria and croup 37, scarlet fever 13, measles 
12, whooping cough 38, pneumonia 82, diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 271, 
cancer 158. 

There were 2 deaths reported from smallpox during the month, 1 in Eagle Town- 
ship, Clinton County, and 1 in Bingham Township, Huron County. One death was 
reported from chickenpox in Gilmore Township, Isabella County.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports as follows: Week ended 
August 13, 1903. Census population, 4,000; number of cases of yel- 
low fever, 1—deaths, 2; number of deaths from other causes, 4; pre- 
vailing diseases, yellow fever and malarial diseases. One death 
reported above is that of an American, Carlos Paninski, employed as 
conductor on the Costa Rican Railroad. He died of vellow fever in 
the hospital of that road on August 8. General sanitary condition of 
this port and the surrounding country during the week, poor. The 
steamship Venus, reported below, remained in this harbor one week. 
When the temperature of crew was taken prior to giving bill of health, 
the mess boy was found to have a temperature of 102.6, pulse 120. 
The following history was given: Was taken sick on the morning of 
August 13 with chill, followed by severe frontal headache, slight pho- 
tophobia, and pain in the muscles of the legs, arms, and neck. No 
pain in the back. Examination of the urine discovered a distinct 
cloud, which, on account of the short duration of the illness, was con- 
. sidered negative.. However, I notified the master that I would not 
issue the bill of health until I had time to make a positive diagnosis. 
As the Venus had completed loading, the assistant manager of the 
United Fruit Company notified the master to send the patient ashore 
to the company’s hospital. This was done, the quarters occupied were 
fumigated, and the bill of health was issued to the vessel, which cleared 
for New Orleans.

On August 11 the disinfection of the Norwegian bark Endymion 
was begun. This vessel arrived at Caibarien, Cuba, on August 3 from 
Port Elizabeth, South Africa, with a foul bill of health, showing 
existence of plague at that place. The vessel was remanded to Habana, 
and Dr. C Car los J. F inlay, chief quarantine officer, requested its disin- 
fection. Two large rats and a number of small ones were found, 
which were burned. The crew were all in good health. 

A second-class passenger with fever was removed on August 11 
from the American steamship Monterey, from Vera Cruz and Progreso. 
The contagious disease commission decided the case to be yellow fever. 
The case was very mild, and the man made an uneventful recovery. 

On August 14 the Norwegian ste: unship ord was disinfected prior 
to departure for Galveston, as reported in my letter of August 17. 

The Spanish bark Jarcelino ae Captain Mas, one hundred and 
six days out of Montevideo, with a cargo of jerked beef, entered the 
c= on August 10. This vessel stop yed at Rio de Janeiro to repair 

aks, according to the statement of the captain. Five men were dis- 
charged at Rio de Janeiro and 7 new men shipped. The Cuban 
authorities held this vessel in quarantine and later sent her to Mariel 
for disinfection and removal of cargo, for the reason that she put into 
Rio de Janeiro where plague is reported, and the captain had no 
explanation to offer as to why a part of his crew left the vessel there 
and additional men were shipped. He also brought a bill of health 
from the Spanish consul at Rio > Janeiro and stated that the American 
consul refused to issue him one.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, August 7, as follows: 
Week ended August 1, 1903. Bills of health issued to two vessels 
hound for the United States. Week ended August 8, 1903. Seven 
vessels bound for the United States. No quarantinable disease has 
been reported. 

Having received the statistics published by the sanitary department 
for the month of June, 1903, I noticed in the report of the port phy- 
sician’s work that one vessel had been declared in quarantine. As I 
had not heard of this before, 1 went to see them to inquire about it, 
and they gave me the following information: The Cuban steamship 
Maria Herrera on its return from San Juan, P. R., in June, went out 
of its way to go to Puerto Cabello, Venezuela, for a load of cattle. 
As it arrived with a clean bill of health, and as Puerto Cabello has 
not been declared infected, and as the vessel has a native Cuban crew, 
the steamship Maria Herrera was given free pratique. When the ves- 
sel arrived at Habana and the authorities there found out what had 
been done here, they immediately sent a long telegram strongly con- 
demning the action of the port physician here. As the result of this, 
the next vessel from Venezuela (also bringing cattle) was disinfected 
after landing cattle. A third vessel, which arrived in July (the A/4/s), 
has also been disinfected. Special attention has been paid to burning 
pyrethrum powder to kill mosquitoes. No one was sick on board of 
these three vessels. The A///s is still in port; the other two were not 
bound for the United States.

tered rate for the corresponding week of last year, which was only 
13.2. In spite of this increase, however, two-thirds ‘of the large Ger- 
man cities showed more unfavorable health conditions than Berlin, the 
death rate of the following towns being considerably higher than that 
of this city, namely: Munich, Dresden, Stuttgart, Nuremberg, Dussel- 
dorf, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Carlsruhe, Br: aunschweig, Leipzig, Bres- 
lau, Stettin, Cologne, also Paris and Vienna. On the other hand, the 
rate of mortality of the following cities was lower than that of Berlin, 
viz: Hamburg, Bremen, Hanover, Aachen, Charlottenburg (with 11.7), 
Schoeneberg (with 7.8), and also London. There was a considerable 
increase this week in the number of deaths among children in the first 
year of life. The infant death rate rose from 5.3 per year and thou- 
sand in the foregoing week to 7.2 this week, being thereby higher 
than that of Hamburg, but lower than the rate of Munich, Nuremberg, 
Leipzig, and less than one-third the rate of Stettin. There was 
a slight increase in the number of cases of acute disease of the respi- 

‘atory organs, which caused 40 deaths during the week under discus- 
sion. Acute intestinal diseases showed a ver v heavy increase, causing 
181 deaths, against 112 in the foregoing week. Furthermore, there 
were registered 71 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 31 deaths from 

‘ancer, 3 deaths from diphtheria, 7 deaths from scarlet fever, and 5 
deaths from measles. Twelve persons died by violence.

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, July 23, as follows: During the 
week ended July 18, 1903, 3 vessels, having an aggregate personnel 
of 466 crew and 793 passengers, were inspected; 252 steerage passen- 
gers were bathed and 387 pieces of baggage were disinfected. 

No new case of plague was officially reported in Yokohama during 
the three weeks prior to July 18. This subsidence of the disease 
seems to have been only temporary, as two new plague cases have been 
reported in the local press since July 18.

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Report on the impracticabil | of thoroughly disinfecting vessels at 
Tampico and other Mexican ports. 


[The attention of quarantine officers, both at foreign and domestic 
ports, is called to the following report from Tampico, and especially 
to that portion of it which relates to the engine rooms and stokeholes 
of steamers at an infected port and the liability of mosquitoes making 
these portions of the vessel harbors of refuge:] 


Tampico, Mexico, August 19, 1903. 

Str: In accordance with instructions contained in Bureau letter of 
the 31st ultimo, | have the honor to submit the following report: 

The city of Tampico is situated on the left bank of the Rio Panuco, 
about 6 nautical miles from its mouth, and has an estimated population 
of 17,000. About 3 miles below Tampico, on the same ek of the 
river, is the town, or settlement, of Dofia Cecilia, where the coal docks 
of the Mexican Central Railway are located, and where the steamers of 
the Pensacola-Tampico trade are discharged. At the mouth of the 
Panuco is the small village of La Barra. The hospital of the Mexican 
Central Railway is located here. 

Tampico is surrounded on every side by lagoons and marshes, and 
these, in conjunction with the rain-water barrels and open cisterns 
which abound in the city, furnish unequaled breeding places for the 
mosquito. 

Dofia Cecilia, which is incorporated with Tampico, as is also La 
Barra, is almost entirely a settlement of railway employees and dock 
laborers. These are, or rather were before the epidemic, largely 
nonimmunes. The dock laborers at present, however, are almost 
entirely negroes from the British West Indies, the peons who for- 
merly did much of this work having fled from the fever. It is claimed 
by the physicians here that these negroes are all immune. Dr. Carri- 
gan, surgeon in charge of the railway hospital at La Barra, states 
that he has never seen a case among them. Dr. Lippincott makes the 
same assertion. 

Tampico and Dofia Cecilia are undoubtedly badly infected places. 
I am informed by physicians who practice here that there is no part 
of either place in which cases of fever have not originated and are not 
originating. 

At La Barra, however, only a few cases have developed, probably 
because the strong sea breeze which blows almost constantly keeps the 
mosquitoes down. ‘The few nonimmune Americans who have thus far 
escaped the fever have done so by sleeping at La Barra. 

The surrounding country, both on the railroad and water routes 
inland, has had, I am informed, many deaths from yellow fever among 
persons who have come down to Tampico, sickened there, and started 
back to their homes. It is said that canoes with natives in them dead 
or dying of the fever have been found in several instances up the river. 

The percentage of deaths, if all cases are reported, is very high. 
Dr. Matienzo, the physician in charge of the civil hospital, states that 
it has been over 50 per cent in hospital practice. At the Mexican 
Central Hospital the results have been better—4 cases, with 36 deaths, 
since May 18. 

Most of the reported cases occurring in Tampico have been sent to 
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the civil hospital, where they are put into screened wards. However, 
in some cases the patient is allowed to remain at his home, in which 
event a kind of mosquito house with double doors is erected around 
the sick bed. There have undoubtedly been many unreported and 
untreated cases. 

The stegomyia is ubiquitous. There is now sitting in Tampico a 
medical commission sent by the Mexican National Government to 
investigate and report upon the conditions there. Dr. Del Rio, of 
this Federal commission, informed me this morning that the town of 
Victoria, about 250 kilometers north of Tampico on the line of the 
Monterey and Mexican Gulf Railway, was infected from Tampico, 
and there had been at the time of his visit last week 5 cases and 1 
death. 

Since the storm of the 15th instant telegraphic and rail facilities 
have been interrupted, and there are no recent reports from the interior. 

The disinfection of vessels under the supervision of service officers 
here has been done entirely in the Panuco River at points marked by 
red anchors on the accompanying chart. As will be seen by reference 
to the chart, the river is nowhere much over a third of a mile wide, and 
I believe it is absolutely impossible to do a satisfactory disinfection at 
any point in the river, because of the great probability of mosquito 
contamination of the vessel while or immediately after disinfecting. 
There are undoubtedly days when, on account of the strong sea breeze, 
it would be possible to disinfect with safety near the land end of the 
stone jetty at the mouth of the river, but as the disinfected vessel, if 
of any size, would have to go up the river again, at least above Dofia 
Cecilia, in order to turn around, she would probably receive a fresh 


influx of mosquitoes. In fair weather it might be possible to do the 
disinfection a few miles outside of the mouth of the river without dan- 
ger of mosquito contaminatio», but there are, especially at this time 
of the year, many days when this would not be practicable. 

There is, however, a point of extreme importance in this matter of 
disinfection at infected = of departure, and that is the possibility 


of engine and fire rooms harboring infected mosquitoes. I have talked 
with engineers of steamers on this matter, and they inform me, with- 
out exception, that mosquitoes are as bad in the stokeholes and engine 
rooms when in port as in any other part of their ships, but that after 
a vessel has been out a day or so the mosquitoes leave these parts. 
I have not as yet been able to catch any mosquitoes in these compart- 
ments of the vessels here that I have visited, but one of the engineers 
of the steamer August Belmont told me that he had the morning of 
my visit been bitten by several mosquitoes while working in the stoke- 
hole about the boilers. 

It would seem that to be effective, fumigation here should comprise 
the simultaneous treatment of all parts of a vessel, including fire and 
engine rooms, at some point outside of the seaward end of the jetty. 
I do not believe, however, that this is feasible. There would be some 
danger to the safety of a vessel in anchoring in an open roadstead and 
closing up the engine rooms for at least two hours. 

It is therefore my opinion, in view of the ae character and 
severity of the epidemic in Tampico and vicinity, the great prevalence 
of mosquitoes, and the impossibility of disinfecting without danger of 
mosquito infection during or after the process, that it is impracticable 
to do an absolutely safe disinfection of outward bound vessels at the 
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port of Tampico at this time, and I would respectfully recommend that 
the unmodified quarantine regulations be enforced at all Gulf ports 
against vessels from Tampico.
